rowed sufficient to meet the most urgent ex. 
penses, and when the time comes, a seminary

ADDRESS 
OF THE REV. Ss. H. CONE 
To the General Convention of the Baptist De- 
nomination ia the Uniied States for Foreign 
Missions : 
Dear Barrnunen, 

‘The deep interest so generally felt in the 
benevolent design of giving to the destitute fam- 
ilies of the earth, 7 the shortest practicable peri. 
od, the pure and unadultered Word of God, and 
the official relutionship L have the honor to sus. 
tain to the Convention, have rendered the pre- 
sent address indispensable. 

Since our meeting in Richmond, the Board 
of Managers of the American Bible Society have 
settled a principle by which to be governed in all 
future appropriations for Scriptures in Foreign

their reach. In this high voeation their ambi- 
tion is to be fellow-workers with them who are 
fellow-workers with God.” Before this ad- 
dress was published, the Bengalee New ‘Tesia- 
ment had passed through five editions, and was 
in the hands ef thousands of the inhabitants ot 
India ; it was the received version. Andis to 
the Burmaus ; have they not required the Bi 
ble?) And where can a more faitful transia- 
tion he found, than the one made by Brother 
Judson? Can it be a mistake then to call that 
Resolution unconstitutional, which withholds the 
aid of the American Bible Society from the 
printing and distributing of these versions? 

The Rule imposed upon Missionaries in the 
solemn and arduous work of translation, has 
been designated as unsound and wascriptural. 
It confines the patronage of the Society fo such 
versions only as conform in the principle of their 
translation to the common English version ; a 
version made by Pedobaptists, and which, in 
many particulars, has been shown to be inac- 
curate. 

Your Board of Missions at the annual meet. 
ing held in Salem, April 1833, unanimously 
passed the foilowing Resolations, viz: 

* Resolved, ‘That the Board feel it to be their 
duty to adopt all prudent measures to give to 
the [eathenthe pure word of God in their own 
languages; and to furnish their Missionaries 
with allthe means in their power, to make their 
translations as exact a representation of the 
mind of the Holy Spirit, as may be possible. 

“ Resolved, That all the Missionaries of the 
Board, who are, or who shall be, engaged in 
translating the Scriptures, be instructed to en. 
deavor, by earnest prayer and diligent study, to 
ascertain the precise meaning of the ortginal 
text; to express that meaning as exacily asthe 
nature of the languages, into which they shall 
translate the Bible, will permit, and to traasfer 
no words, which are capable of being literally 
translated.” 

‘These Resolutions express the sentiments of 
our denomination, and are strictly conformed 
to the principles of sound eriticism and Chris. 
tian duty. They direet the translator of God’s 
Word to search diligently after the mind of the 
Spirit, untrammelled by the willef man; and 
any Rule which prescribes a contrary principle, 
is ceriainly unseriplural, 

For many years [I have labored with great 


pleasure in counexion with the American Bible! 


Society, and will vield to none in the honest 
and ardent a‘tachment uniformly felt for its in- 
teres's. A kindred sentiment has been cher- 
ished by the denom:nation; and while the 
Friends, the Methodisis, and the Episcopalians, 
have organized Bible Societies of their own, 
the Baptists have adhered to the National Insti. 
tution. Weloved it because, in the eloquent 
language of its founders, “all voices, and affec. 
tions, and hands, were joined ia the grand de- 
sign, of promoting peace on earth and good wiil 
towards men—of resisiing the advance of mis- 
ery—ot earrying the light of instruction into 


‘the dominions of ignorance, and the balm of 


joy to the soul of anguish ; and all this by diffus- 
ing the oracles of God!” We have seen that 
in this work “ whatever is dignified, kind, ven- 
erable, true, has had ample scope ; while Sec- 
tarian littleness and rivalries could find no ave. 
nue of admission.” 

Such language once appropriately described 
the operations of the American Bible Society. 
To the Baptists, liberal and impartial aid, in 
that field of foreign distribution which Divine 
Providence has so evidently assigned them, was 
cheerfully awarded ; patronage was promptly 
afforded to received versions where they existed, 
and to the most faithful where they were requir- 
ed; and all responsibility touching the accura- 


Tongues, and the historical sketch given of the 
proceedings of the Bourd in reference to this 
subject, clearly evinces its difficulty and im- 
portance. [t was fully, freely, and repeatedly 
discussed, and was finally carried by a large 
majority. ‘This decision therefore is to be cou. 
sidered as of no doubttul character, but as most 
deliberate and determinate ; and its practical 
effect will be to deprive the Baptists of all par- 
ticipation in the funds of the National Institu- 
tion, so far as the printing and distribution of 
the version of our Missionaries are concerned. 
The Baptist members of the Board of the 
American Bible Society, are not chargeable 
with having provoked this painful result ; but on 
the contrary, are conscious of having done 
every thing in their powerto preventit. ‘They 
deprecated the adoption of the principle in 
question, and strenuously opposed it as uncon- 


' stitutional, unscriptural, impracticable, and un. 
just.
